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A. COMMON OBJECTIVES, ETHODS AND DOCTRINES OF THE CONSPIRACY 
Introduction 

In 1921 Adolf Hitler became the supreme leader or fuehrer of 
the Netionalsozielistische Deutsche Arbeiterpartei (National 
Socialist German Workers Party), also known as the Nazi Party, which 
had been founded in Germany in 1920. He continued es such through- 
out the period covered by this Indictment. As will be hereinafter 
Shown, the Nazi Party, together with certein of its subsidiary 
ergenizetions, became the instrument of cohesion among the defendants 
and their co-conspiretors and an instrument for the cerrying out of 
the aims and purposes of their conspiracy. And as also will be 
hereinafter shown, each defendant became 2 member of the Nazi Party 
and of the conspiracy, with knowledge of their aims and purposes, or, 
with such knowledge, became an accessory to their aims and purposes 
at some stage of the development of the conspiracy. 


I. Aims end Purposes. The aims and purposes of the Nezi con- 
spirators were: 


l. To abrogate and overthrow the Treaty of Versailles and its 
restrictions upon the military armement and activity of 
Germeny. 

The first major public mecting of the NSDAP took plece in 
hunich on 24 February 1920. At that meeting Hitler publicly 
announced the Program of the Party. Thet program, consisting of 
ð points (annuelly reprinted in the Nationel Socialist Yearbook), 
was referred to as "The political foundation of the NSDAP and 
therewith the fundamentel political law of the stete” and "has 
remeined unaltered" since the date of its promulgation. Section 2 
of the Program provided as follows: 

"2. We demand equality of rights for the Germen people 
with respect to other nations, end ebolition of the 
Peace Treaties of Versailles end St. Germain."

"It was no Peace Treety which they heve signed, but a 
betrayal of Peace...

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in order to bring 20 million Germans to their deaths 
and to ruin the Germen nation. But those who mede 
the Treaty cannot set it aside. At its foundation 
our movement formulated three demands: 


1) Setting aside of the Peace Treaty 
2) Unification of ell Germans 
3) Land end soil (Grund und Boden) to feed our nation."

It is futile 
nonsense for the rest of the world to pretend today 
thet I did not reveal this program until 1933 or 

1935 or 1937. Instead of listening to the foolish 
chatter of emigres, these gentlemen would heve been 
wiser to read what I have written thousands of times. 


"No human being has declared or recorded whet he 
wented more than I. Again and again I wrote these 


words: 'The abolition of the Treaty of Versailles'..."

Hitler mede it clear that the objectives of the Nazi con- 
spirators set forth above; nemely, (i) abrogation of the Treaty of 
Versailles end (ii) recovery of territories lost in the first World

ambitious plan of territorial eggrendizement. Thus he stated: 

"One must take the point of view, coolly and soberly, 
that it certainly cannot be the intention of Heaven 
to give one people fifty times as much space (Grund 
und Boden) on this earth as to another.

While the precise limits of German expansion were only 
vaguely defined by the Nazi conspirators, they clearly indicated 
that the lebensraum to which they felt they were entitled would be 
acquired primarily in the East.

The Nazi conspirators put forth and dissenineted dogmas 
and propaganda which was designed to engender in the nesses a 
deep reverance for the vocation of the warrior and to induce 
acceptance of the postulate that the waging of war was good and 
desirable per se. The motive underlying the concerted program of 
the Nazis to glorify war was disclosed by Hitler in Mein Kampf. 
He said: 
"Thus the question of how to regain German power is not: 
How shall we manufecture erms?, but: How do we create 
the spirit which enables a nation to bear arms? If 
this spirit governs & people, the will finds thousands 
of ways, each of which ends with a weapon!" (p. 365)
